iewed in retrospect, the session now drawing to a close appears to have been an 
active — indeed, an exuberant year for both students and staff. The ties that unite 
Macdonald to the rest of the University were cemented by frequent informal visits from the 
Principal, whose interest in the students and their activities has been much appreciated. 
We have also been honoured by visits from the Chancellor, several members of the Board 
of Governors, and by Deans and professors of other faculties, in connection with functions 
sponsored by the newly organized Macdonald Club. Founder's Day, bringing with it a 
concert by the Temple Choir, was thoroughly enjoyed, including the rendition of the "old" 
new song, "Braw Macdonald". The revival of the. general agricultural short course, bringing 
torty-five students from Mississquoi County for a ten day period, was a "high light" of the 
session. 

Interest in student activities has been unusually keen and, in particular, the carrying out 
of an intensive but well balanced athletic programme under the direction of Mr. Frank 
Sharpe, and with the generous financial assistance of Mr. Walter M. Stewart, deserves 
special mention. Particularly worthy of notice, has been the record of the newly formed 
Staff-Student Rifle Club. Student affairs in general have been prosecuted with industry, 
ability, and tact, and the student body as a whole has shown a capacity for self-government 
that reflects great credit on itself and upon its elected officers. 

Changes must come to all institutions and every year brings its entering freshmen and 
its departing graduates, but this year will be especially notable through the retirement, at 
the end of the present session, of four old and valued members of the administrative and 
teaching staff. The term of office of Dr. J. F. Snell, Professor of Chemistry, has been co¬ 
existent with the life of the College. During this time he has won the respect and affection 
of generations of students, and the warm admiration of all who knew him for his ability, his 
fairness, his modesty, his sound judgment, his transparent honesty, his sunny disposition, 
and for the many qualities of heart and mind for which he is distinguished. He was for a 
number of years assistant editor of fhe Journal of Agriculture. He represented the faculty 
on the Corporation and later on the newly organized Senate. He was frequently Acting Dean 
and has been in demand whenever working committees were being formed. 

Coming to Macdonald College only a few months later than Dr. Snell, Mr. W. J. 
Wright, first in the capacity of Principal's Secretary, and later as Registrar, has had the 
unique experience of meeting personally every student of all three schools ever since the 
inception of the College. It is safe to say that few alumni or alumnae ever revisit these 
halls without seeking out Mr. Wright, for his interest in the students was as keen and 
genuine as in the duties of his office, to which he gave unremitting attention. 

Dr. J. B. McCarthy has been connected with the staff since 1920 as Assistant Professor 
of Chemistry. Few students in the degree classes of Agriculture and Household Science 
will soon forget the studied preparation and meticulous care that he brought to his teaching 
duties, nor the patience and interest that he displayed in all his dealings with his students. 
Members of the staff will remember him as an able and loyal colleague, ever ready to do 
his share in any common enterprise. 

Finally, Miss Mima Russell, Superintendent of Residences, has, for fifteen years, been 
a friend and counsellor of all the women students who came under her charge, and her 
activities have been an important factor in the life of the College. Her place will be a 
particularly difficult one to fill. 

While it would be hard to think of four more different personalities than these four 
who now sever their official connection with our College, it would be equally difficult to 
find in any institution a group who could equal or excel them in fidelity, loyalty, and 
disinterested service. If Macdonald can look forward in fhe future to having equally capable 
and devoted servants, she cannot fail to realize the purposes and ideals that inspired her 
founder. Students and staff desire for them health and happiness for many years to come.

DR. JOSEPH BAKER McCARTHY 


Joseph Baker McCarthy was born at Shelburne Nova Scotia, August 5th, I 869. He attended common 
schools and Shelburne Academy. Taught in the rural schools of Digby Co., N.S. for about five years. 
Matriculated at King's College, Windsor, in 1893; obtaining both B.A. and B.Sc. degrees. Post-graduate 
work in Chemistry at Harvard, D.Sc., in 1921. Science Master at Halifax High School 1900-1907. 
Professor of Chemistry, King's College, 1907-1919. Assistant Professor of Chemistry, Macdonald 
College, 1919-1936. In the summer of 1913, sent by the Department of Marine and Fisheries, Ottawa, 
to explore the possibilities of a fishery industry in the Hudson Bay. Commissariat officer, Halifax Relief 
Commission, during the summer of 1918. On July 15th, 1905, married Frances Marguerite, daughter 
of the late commander Tinling, R.N. and Mrs. Tinling. Of four children, two survive—Norah Elizabeth 
(B.H.S., McGill, 1934), and Dorothy Frances. 

DR. JOHN FERGUSON SNELL 


John Ferguson Snell, has had charge of the Chemistry 
Department of Macdonald College since the opening of 
the College in 1907; has been Representative Fellow of 
the Faculty of Agriculture upon the McGill Corporation 
and Senate since 1926. He acted as Dean of the Faculty 
from November, 1932 till the coming into office of Dean 
Brittain, in September, 1934. 

Education was received in an ungraded country' school, 

Brampton High School, and St. Catharines Collegiate 
Institute. Taught school in the country for two years; took 
B.A. degree at Toronto University, specializing in Che¬ 
mistry and Mineralogy; Ph.D. at Cornell, 1898; and 
appointed Assistant in Weslayan University, Middletown, 

Connecticut. Second and third years there were spent on 
human nutrition, conducted under the Office of Experi¬ 
ment Stations, United States Department of Agriculture. 

Lecturer in University of Cincinnati, 1901. In 1904, he 
married Evelyn Morphy, of London, Ontario. 

Dr. Snell is a member of the Chemical Society, the 
Society of Chemical Industry, the Canadian Institute of 
Chemistry, the American Chemical Society, the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, the Society 
of Si gma XI, and the Canadian Society of Technical 
Agriculturists. 

His eldest son, John Morphy, a McGill B.Sc., and a Wisconsin Ph.D. in Chemistry, is in the employment 
of the Naugatuck Chemical Co., Naugatuck, Connecticut. His second son, Arthur Hawley, holds a 
Toronto B.A., a McGill Ph.D. and an 1851 Exhibition Scholarship from McGill, under which he is carry¬ 
ing on research in Physics in the University of California. His daughter, Mrs. John L. Davidson, Bridge 
of Allan, Scotland, is a Queen's B.A., and an Associate of the Ontario College of Art. 
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WILLIAM JAMES WRIGHT 


William James Wright, Registrar of Macdonald Col¬ 
lege, due to retire on August 31st next, was born on 
February 16th, 1871, of Scottish parents who came to 
Canada in 1858. He attended school in Montreal, ob¬ 
tained employment in the law offices of Atwater, Cross 
and Mackie, and subsequently became private secretary 
to the Honourable A. W. Atwater, Provincial Treasurer 
in the Flynn Ministry, the last Conservative Administration 
in Quebec. 




From 1899 to 1904, Mr. Wright worked in the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Office in Hongkong. After five years of 
service in China, Mr. Wright returned home on holiday, 
but was prevented, by family obligations, from returning 
to his post in the East. He was invited to return to Quebec 
as Secretary to the Honourable W. A. Weir, at that time 
Minister of Public Works. During this term at Quebec, 
Mr. Wright witnessed the signature of his Minister to the 
agreement between the Government of Quebec and the 
Royal Institution for the Advancement of Learning which 
effected the transfer to Macdonald Colleqe of the McGill 
Normal School—the present School for teachers. 


The first students entered Macdonald College from the 
5th to the 12th of November, 1907; Mr. Wright entered 
the College service on the 12th of December of the same 
year, as Principal's Secretary, and later became Registrar, 
having taken charge of registration immediately after the first session. 

In 1908, Mr. Wright married Caroline Renwick Morton, a Graduate Nurse of the Montreal Hospital 
and a Registered Nurse. Mrs. Wright gave instruction in Home Nursing in the School of Household 
Science for a number of years. 


MISS MIMA RUSSELL 



Miss Russell, a staunch Presbyterian, took an ac+ive 
part in community life, and was for many years a member 
of the Victorian Order of Nurses in Ste. Annes. 

She has been ever interested in people, especially new 
people, in travelling, and in seeing new sights.

Born at Arnprior, Ontario, of Scottish parents, Miss 
Mima Russell took her early schooling there, and later 
graduated from The Royal Victoria College, Montreal. 

Soon after she took up hospital administration wo r k in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. and a year later took a position in a large 
private hospital in New York, She had hardly become 
settled there when she received a call to Cleveland, Ohio, 
where she spent two more years engaged in similar work. 

At the end of this time, due to the death of her sister, 
and the ill health of her father, she was forced to return 
home, where she remained for a number of years. She 
lived in Ottawa for awhile where her family had moved 
from Arnprior. 

In 1917 she took the position of assistant superintendent 
of residences at Macdonald College under Miss R. 
Stewart. The following year she served as Assistant Health 
Inspector on the Dept, of Health, Saskatchewan. 

In 1921 she accepted the position of Superintendent of 
Residences at Macdonald, and has held that position ever 
since.

Stothart and Ayers, both players of 
considerable experience, have been great mainstays; Smythe, Lamb, Houston, and Adamson, all players 
ot former Macdonald teams, have all proved of inestimable value; Taylor, Muir, Robertson, Miller, 
Ounsworth, and Eastman have also rendered staunch service.
